Break-in spree continues, 
possible suspect seen

Didsbury has experienced 
a number of break and enters 
along with Olds, Airdrie and 
Beiseker in the past weeks, 
and after realizing the simi¬ 
larities in the cases, the 
RCMP believe these cases are 
related, and now have a pos¬ 
sible lead to catching the cul¬ 
prit. 

“The whole area has been 
plagued with break-ins and 
we believe they are related,” 
said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. 
O’Dwyer. “The cases are simi¬ 
lar in nature and some clues 
left behind indicate to us they 
are related.” 

A man in his early thirties 
was driving around Airdrie in 
a two-tone tan or gray late 
90’s Dodge extend-a-cab 
pickup truck with a Montana 
license plate, and RCMP be¬ 
lieve he may be associated to 
these occurrences. 

The driver of the vehicle is 
a Caucasian male, approxi¬ 
mately 5’9”, with a very slim 
build, brown unkempt hair, a 


gaunt face and heavily 
smoke stained fingers. He 
was seen wearing a black 
leather and fabric jacket and 
loose blue jeans. The male 
has been approaching 
houses, and if he finds peo¬ 
ple are home, he pretends he 
is needing directions.

Bill 210 could eliminate 
education tax 


MVC supports initiative to lift ban 
on two percent liquid strychnine 


gestion for Marz to eliminate this 
part of the income tax because it 
is a “bad tax” and he used the fact 
that it has been frozen for seniors 
because the government realizes 
there are people out there that 
can’t afford it. 

Marz explained that because 
we have paid an annual average 
of $3 billion to pay off the $22.7 
billion debt in this province over 
the last 12 years, we deserve a 
break. 

“I’ll be told we can’t afford it 
but we were paying that $3 bil¬ 
lion on the debt, interest in prin¬ 
ciple, when gas was averaging $3 
per gigajoule and gas was $12 a 
barrel. 

“It’s time Albertans are re¬ 
warded for the hard work and 
sacrifices they’ve made,” he said, 
adding he hopes the government 
endorses the bill and brings it back 
next year. 

This year Alberta boasts $8.7 
billion in surpluses. 

“I believe the taxpayers should 
be rewarded because they were the 
ones that paid the bills and kept 
the province running during the 
time we were payingjitf t he debt, 
and taxpayers deseronfroates and 
if we can’t afford it now.... when 
would the time for tax breaks be 
better?” he questions. Marz added 
another asset to this tax break 
would be the elimination of admin¬ 
istration costs for collection and 
redistribution. 

The tax break works out to $ 1.4 
billion, or the same number the 
$400 prosperity cheques amount 
to, either way, money stays in 
Albertan’s pockets - but there is a 
difference. 

“My bill will discipline govern¬ 
ment to reduce taxes every year,” 
said Marz. 

The other difference, said 
Hennig, is that the cheque givea¬ 
way will become a “gong show” 
because of the sheer logistics an 
uncertainty as to who’s deserving 
of it. 

“Why not put in a long term 
tax rather than a one time thing,” 
he said. 

“(Bill 210) is a very for¬ 
ward thinking bill, it should 
be a government bill, not a 
private members bill and it 
should be adopted by the gov¬ 
ernment next session.”

“For one you are mixing 
it with your own product, 
you save on shipping, and 
the baits work best when 
they are mixed fresh,” 
Holmes said. 

However, opponents of 
strychnine believe the ban 
shouldn’t be lifted because 
of the threat it poses to 
other wildlife. 

“Our approach is that it 
was banned for a very good 
reason in 1993, nothing has 
changed effectively since 
then and the risk to every¬ 
thing else is just unaccept¬ 
able,” said Nigel Douglas, a 
conservation specialist with 
Alberta Wilderness Associa¬ 
tion (AWA). 

“There is no way it can 
be used without consider¬ 
able by-kill. If it was the 
only possible way to deal 
with ground squirrel prob¬ 
lems then maybe we could 
look and say, is that by-kill 
acceptable, but it’s not the 
only way,” said Douglas, 
adding that if the ban is 
lifted how can individuals be 
trusted to mix the poison 
properly, ultimately threat¬ 
ening any animal that in¬ 
gests the baits directly or 
from eating gopher car¬ 
casses. 

However, Holmes said 
the County’s submission 
to the PMRA states it only 
“supports the safe and re¬ 
sponsible use of strychnine 
and would support any 
measures necessary to en¬ 
sure the product is not 
abused.” 

“The county doesn’t 
support giving everybody 
strychnine. The safe, re¬ 
sponsible use is what we 
support,” Holmes said. 

While the chances of 
submission going through 
before an expected election 
are slim, Holmes said even 
if a local business were 
able to buy the two per 
cent liquid form, it “would 
be better than what we 
have now,” he said. 


unable to use firearms to con¬ 
trol gophers because of the 
proximity of his farm to ma¬ 
jor traffic routes. 

“Strychnine is very, very, 
quick, it’s painless and it’s 
over. What else am I supposed 
to do and now that 1 am over 
run with them and I am try¬ 
ing to catch up? I need more 
than the passive poisons to 
do this, I need something 
that will smack (the go¬ 
phers),” he said. 

Strychnine has been 
banned in the United States 
since 1988 and in Canada 
since 1993 because of it’s po¬ 
tential toxicity not only to 
humans, but to other species, 
especially endangered and 
those at risk, which is the 
main reason it was banned. 

Municipalities can cur¬ 
rently purchase pre-mixed 
ready-to-use (RTU) baits, or 
use other forms such as fire¬ 
arms, mustard foam, water, 
or introduce predatory spe¬ 
cies - alternatives that many 
farmers, including, Kemmere, 
say are either too time-con¬ 
suming, ineffective or costly. 

Jeff Holmes, the County’s 
agricultural fieldsman, said 
he receives numerous com¬ 
plaints every year from farm¬ 
ers about the ineffectiveness 
of the current RTU baits that 
predominantly come out of 
Ontario from two national 
distributors. 

The problem, Holmes said, 
is that the baits only have a 
seven-day shelf life, and most 
of the shipments lose their 
potency because of frequent 
shipping delays involved with 
transporting it across the 
country. 

Despite having RTU baits 
available out of Coaldale. 
Alta., for the first time this 
year, which have helped 
somewhat according Holmes, 
he said having the two per 
cent form available to be 
mixed on-demand is still the 
cheapest, quickest and most 
effective method of dealing 
with pesky gophers.

If it’s up to MLA Richard 
Marz, Albertans would take the 
fistfuls of dollars from their prop¬ 
erty tax, and stuff it right back 
into their own pockets. 

Last week, Marz introduced 
bill 210, that would see the elimi¬ 
nation of the education tax alto¬ 
gether within five years, a 20 per 
cent reduction annually. 

Realistically Marz doesn’t see 
the tax break being implemented 
this yearvbut he hopes his bill will 
create discussion and urge the 
powers that be that, yes, indeed, 
Albertans want this sort of tax 
break. 

“Getting rid of the education 
property tax will help seniors stay 
in their homes longer, and young 
people get into a home sooner (by 
making it) more affordable,” he 
explained. 

There are other benefits to this 
tax cut other than simply allow¬ 
ing Albertan’s to spend this extra 
chunk of dough where they want. 

“We have to be competitive in 
North America with our taxes to 
attract manufacturing, to attract 
the most educated, brightest minds 
to keep our provinces cutting-edge 
and moving forward.” 

Marz has no intention of reduc¬ 
ing education funding. 

Scott Hennig Alberta Director 
for the Canadian Taxpayer’s Fed¬ 
eration said he would like to com¬ 
mend Marz on this bill but added 
it will likely “die” on the order 
paper because time is against them 
for legislature discussion this sea¬ 
son. 

“Taxpayers felt the brunt of 
what needed to be done in the 
nineties and we fully support the 
suggestion to eliminate the debt 
and control spending,” he said, 
“At this point it’s time to pay back 
taxpayers ... money we were oth¬ 
erwise handing over (to pay off our 
debt) should be given back to tax¬ 
payers.” 

Hennig said it’s important for 
people to understand the educa¬ 
tion portion of the taxes doesn’t 
go directly to schools, it goes into 
the big pot that is the general rev¬ 
enue fund and then doled out to 
various causes as the government 
sees fit. 

Hennig said it is a good sug¬ 


In an effort to combat 
the thousands of acres dam¬ 
aged by ground squirrels 
every year in the county, 
Mountain View County 
council threw its support 
behind an initiative on Nov. 
23 to lift a ban on two per 
cent liquid strychnine. 

Council accepted a letter 
as information from the 
County’s Agriculture Serv¬ 
ices Board that was for¬ 
warded to the Pest Manage¬ 
ment Regulatory Agency 
(PMRA) asking that the 
highly toxic poison become 
available again in the two 
per cent liquid form as it 
was between 2001 and 2003 
where County employees 
mixed and distributed the 
poison to nearly 1900 farms 
in the area covering some 
400,000 hectares of land. 

The PMRA has been ac¬ 
cepting comments over the 
last two months as part of 
Health Canada’s program 
to re-assess all pesticides 
registered prior to 1995 us¬ 
ing current scientific ap¬ 
proaches. 

The PMRA is expected to 
ask Health Canada to con¬ 
sider allowing municipali¬ 
ties to once again purchase 
the colourless and extremely 
bitter poison on an interim 
basis to help control 
Richardson’s, Columbian, 
Franklin and thirteen-lined 
ground squirrels that the 
Alberta and Saskatchewan 
governments have long said 
are causing heavy damages 
to farmers’ land. 

It can’t come soon 
enough, according to Reeve 
A1 Kemmere. 

Kemmere, who farms 320 
hectares between Highways 
2 and 2A, said he loses any¬ 
where from 16 to 20 hec¬ 
tares of land every year. He 
said he supports the lifting 
of the ban because the cur¬ 
rent RTU baits don’t work 
very well. Kemmere is also

Dear Editor: 

I would like to address some 
issues raised in the November 
15 letter, “Your public post of¬ 
fice delivers - for now.” 

The statement by the presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers (CUPW ) that 
Canada Post is closing offices, 
reducing services and cutting 
jobs distorts the truth. 

Canada Post fully respects 
the moratorium on the closure 
of rural post offices. Since 
January 2005, more than 130 
small offices in rural Canada 
have been staffed or are in the 
process of being staffed. There 
are, however, instances where 
the closure of a rural post of¬ 
fice is unavoidable. For exam¬ 
ple, the death or retirement of 
the postmaster or a fire in the 
building in which the post of¬ 
fice is housed could result in 
temporary closure. When these 
events occur, Canada Post con¬ 
sults with local officials to ex¬ 
amine ways to provide contin¬ 
ued service. In every instance, 
mail continues to be delivered 
in the community and the iden¬ 
tity of that community is 
maintained. Where the consul¬ 
tation yields no viable options, 
and as a last resort, a consoli¬ 
dation of retail services with a 
nearby post office may occur. 

The announced closure of 
the Quebec Letter Processing 
Plant (QLPP) is a business 
decision based on the fact that 
the QLPP no longer meets 
Canada Post’s requirements. 
Seventy per cent of the mail 
sorted at the QLPP is destined 
for areas outside the Quebec 
City region. The sorting plant 
in Montreal has sufficient ca¬ 
pacity to handle the extra vol¬ 
ume and no regular full-time 
or part-time employees will 
lose their job as a result of the 
change. Canada Post will 
maintain some 1,100 jobs in 
Quebec City in other functions. 

With the advent of electronic 
communications, lettermail 
erosion is a reality and a chal¬ 
lenge that Canada Post — and 
all other postal administra¬ 
tions — face every day. The 
claim by the CUPW that 


lettermail volumes are not de¬ 
creasing is misleading. Without 
the volumes generated by the 
federal election and an addi¬ 
tional trading day in 2004, 
lettermail volumes would have 
been flat at best. With the ad¬ 
dition of some 240,000 new 
addresses to our network each 
year, Canada Post actually de¬ 
livers less mail to more ad¬ 
dresses, increasing our cost per 
piece to deliver. These new 
addresses alone cost Canada 
Post between $20 and $30 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

The financial performance in 
2004 is not indicative of the fu¬ 
ture given that our ability to 
increase revenue through price 
action is limited by the exist¬ 
ence of a price cap formula that 
restricts the increase of domes¬ 
tic postage to two-thirds of the 
rate of inflation, as well as com¬ 


petitive pressures. We face es¬ 
calating cost pressures from 
benefit costs, high fuel prices, 
growth in points of delivery, 
and lower delivery density. 
Over the next five years rev¬ 
enues are anticipated to in¬ 
crease at an annual com¬ 
pounded average growth rate 
of 2.4%, while expenses will 
increase at a rate of 3.4%, plac¬ 
ing the profitability of Canada 
Post at risk. 

Despite all of these chal¬ 
lenges, Canada Post delivers on 
its service targets more than 
96% of the time, and we will 
do all we can to maintain this 
high level of service for all Ca¬ 
nadians.

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MVC presents compressed 
work week for employees in 
event of storm

In an attempt to improve 
efficiency and free up staff 
in the event of a snowstorm, 
Mountain View County ad¬ 
ministration presented a 
compressed work week for 
operational and agricultural 
employees to council on Nov. 
20 . 

The modifications stipu¬ 
late that during a normal 
week, staff would work nine 
hours a day, Monday to 
Thursday, and eight hours 
on Friday. 

But in the event of snow¬ 
storm or other times of need, 
the policy states that the 
work week for employees can 
be compressed into fewer 
days to ensure the roads are 
cleared in a timely fashion. 

“When we have a snow¬ 
storm, a flood, or other types 
of emergencies, staff will be 
put on to a 24-hour rotation, 
12-hours per staff member 


and they would work until 
it is cleared, which is nor¬ 
mally a 72-hour period for a 
snowstorm,” interim chief 
administrative officer Doug 
Plamping said. 

The new package would 
give the county greater flex¬ 
ibility to mobilize staff to 
keep the county’s 2,800 kilo¬ 
metres of road clear as well 
as secure full-time positions 
for previously seasonal em¬ 
ployees. It will also help to 
improve service overall, 
Plamping said. 

“There were too many dif¬ 
ferent ways of paying staff 
and too many different clas¬ 
sifications of staff,” he said. 

“It’s a good benefit for 
the staff and it improves 
service to the public.” 

Plamping said the policy 
will also help to retain staff 
and should allow the County 
to cut down on winter 
hours, reducing overtime.

After 40 years of tech¬ 
nique, and 2425 achieve¬ 
ments, not even blindness 
stopped Didsbury’s 88-year- 
old Wallace Brower from cre¬ 
ating his well known hang¬ 
ers, and generously giving 
them to others. 

Brower was diagnosed le¬ 
gally blind five years ago, 
but that did not stop him 
from making his hangers 
wrapped in yarn, the ones 
he has been making for the 
past 35 years. 

“I sit down in the eve¬ 
nings and instead of watch¬ 
ing TV, because I can’t see 
it, I make hangers,” said 
Brower. “I once saw a lady 
make them, but she only 
used one hanger, and I use 
two hangers for each one I 
make, keeps them stronger.” 

Brower takes the two 
hangers, puts them together, 
and uses a special style to 
wrap yarn around them, 
tightly, and only up to where 
the hangers start to hook, 
he then stops there. Once 
the hanger is done, clothes 
stay on it, so you don’t have 
to worry about things slip¬ 
ping off them, and they also 
look nicer than a plain old 
hanger. 

Brower spends about five 
hours a day on his hangers, 
which take him a half an 
hour each. 

“Usually I make ten a 
day,” said Brower. “I keep 
track of all the ones I make 
on a tablet. Once the hang¬ 
ers are done I give them 
away.” 

Even though the hangers 
do come at a cost to Brower, 
he gives them away to eve¬ 
ryone for free.

hasn’t been through the 
proper legislative process. 

The government fiscal 
update released last week, 
projects total spending 
this year at $27-billion. 

“They’ve completely 
blown their budget and 
they’ve returned to the 
habits they’ve had that 
got us into such a deep 
debt in the late eighties,” 
Liberal leader Kevin Taft 
told the Albertan. “It’s 
like history repeating it¬ 
self. 

“It’s alarming to 
watch this spending spree 
by the Tories. There’s 
absolutely no plan - with¬ 
out a plan we’re getting 
lost, we’re losing our fu¬ 
ture.” Taft said. 

Scott Hennig, Alberta 
Director for the Canadian 
Taxpayer’s Federation, 
said banking some roy¬ 
alty revenue from the 
surpluses to create a sus¬ 
tainable tax cut for future 
generations would be sus¬ 
tainable and smart. 

“The spending in¬ 
creases are grossly larger 
than their tax-break in¬ 
crease,” he said, 
“Anytime you’re spending 
a lot more than your tax 
base is increasing is a 
recipe for disaster. 
They’re going to have to

cut programs or increase 
taxes if they don’t take 
control of their spend¬ 
ing.” 

Marz said he hears the 
same sentiments from his 
constituents and he has 
“taken their message to 
the caucus and expressed 
those concerns strongly.” 

“I’d like to see caucus 
members engage more in 
the specifics of what we're 
doing beyond just voting 
on a budget,” he said. 

Taft said the money 
that the Tories are spend¬ 
ing right now should be 
saved and banked. 

“It’s exactly like we 
won a great big lottery, if 
we don’t save it we’re go¬ 
ing to be asking ourselves 
five or ten years from 
now where did it all go,” 
he explained. 

“We’re saying (we 
should start) endowment 
funds, the interest of 
which would be spent. We 
should never, ever spend 
our capital.” 

Taft said this govern¬ 
ment has become “abso¬ 
lutely reckless” and 
“nearly dysfunctional,” 
mentioning the “gross 
negligence” by Premier 
Ralph Klein and the lack 
of time spent in legisla¬ 
ture. 


The Tory’s are con¬ 
tinuing their spendthrift 
ways, and members of 
opposition parties and 
political observers don’t 
like it one bit. Even 
Mountain View County’s 
MLA Richard Marz disa¬ 
grees with the inordinate 
number of handouts, only 
he’s less virulent than the 
others. 

Marz acknowledged 
that yes indeed it is im¬ 
portant to invest in 
health, education, and 
transportation, but per¬ 
haps not at such a rapid 
and reckless pace. 

“I do support catching 
up on some of those 
things,” he said, explain¬ 
ing that some areas fell 
into disrepair while our 
province was in the busi¬ 
ness of paying off the defi¬ 
cit, “(But) I would like to 
see a little more thorough 
debate and discussion on 
the spending prior to do¬ 
ing it.” 

The province has 
amassed a whopping $8.7 
billion surplus this year 
that has been whittled 
down to $5.9 billion by 
what the opposition says, 
is out of control, 
unbudgeted spending that

The children of Pines Community School in Red Deer had a lot to celebrate this March. That’s when their school became the first in 
Alberta to complete the SEEDS (Society, Environment and Energy Development Studies) Foundation Alberta Centennial Water Challenge. 
The Challenge, an invitation to elementary school students to take actions at home to protect and preserve water, is sponsored by Devon 
Canada Corporation. It is a small but important component of Devon's larger water management plan. 

"Devon Canada can be commended for having an integrated plan resulting in an 18 per cent reduction in overall water use." says 
Bev Yee, Assistant Deputy Minister, Alberta Environment. The reduction has allowed Devon to return an unused fresh water license to 
Alberta Environment in 2004 and actively evaluate others for return or reduction, so as not to hold unneeded permits. 

The company has tracked its water usage since 2001. Volumes are metered and reported through various internal systems. 

Because of this approach and attention to water management, one of Devon’s senior executives now represents the industry on the 
multi-stakeholder Alberta Water Council - a group that will help carry out the provincial Water for Life Strategy. 

"Industry involvement in community-based educational activities that support water conservation are vital to the success of the Water for Life strategy,” 
says Yee “Commitments like this will help us achieve the provincial goal of improving water use efficiency by 30 per cent by 2015.”

Coaching Safety into a Winning Team 


**.' 'T "By personally visiting our rig site, the safety coach gives hands-on direction to make sure everyone knows the safe way." says Colin Baron. 

Baron is a driller on Phelps Drilling Rig Number 53 and like all sports fan, knows you need a good coach to field a winning team. Players 
may have unique expertise but forging them into a championship team takes top coaching 

Drilling contractor crews are made up of individuals with their own skill sets and experience levels. In high-activity areas like the rig floor, 
using tongs, laying down drill pipe and running casir g require the utmost care and attention to safety. This is especially important when 
crews have limited experience working as a team. 

Traditionally, drilling industry safety programs have focused on equipment inspections, basic safety training, incident reporting, contractor 
orientations and implementation of program requirements.

Burlington successfully piloted this new drilling safety initiative They provided 
safety coaches to 44 contracted rigs to guide, demonstrate, advise and mentor crews The plan included one-on-one coaching of well site supervisors and 
other personnel It's hands-on and interactive - learning how to work together to be aware of hazards and inexperience on the job. At the end of 2004. the 
first season of coaching. Burlington saw a 40 per cent reduction in total recordable incidents. 

Burlington has hired three full-time coaches and extended the program to its well servicing operations. Drilling contractors are also pleased. 

"A safety coach is another piece of the puzzle as we strive to achieve an incident-free workplace," says Baron, "and take Phelps Drilling and Burlington 
where we want to be - at the top of the safety ladder.’

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QUESTION: I have found it very hard to turn loose my 
kids and face the empty nest. 1 know I need to release them, 
but it is so difficult. Can you help me? 

DR. DOBSON: The late humorist Erma Bombeck de¬ 
scribed this difficult process in terms that were helpful to 
me. She said the task of raising kids is like trying to fly a 
kite on a day when the wind doesn't blow. Mom and Dad run 
down the road pulling the cute little device at the end of a 
string. It bounces along the ground and shows no inclina¬ 
tion of getting off the ground. 

Eventually and with much effort, they manage to lift it 
15 feet in the air, but great danger suddenly looms. The kite 
dives toward electrical lines and twirls near trees. It is a 
scary moment. Will they ever get it safely on its way? Then, 
unexpectedly, a gust of wind catches the kite and it sails 
upward. Mom and Dad feed out line as rapidly as they can. 

The kite begins pulling the string, making it difficult to 
hold on. Inevitably, they reach the end of their line. What 
should they do now? The kite is demanding more freedom. 
It wants to go higher. Dad stands on his tiptoes and raises 
his hand to accommodate the tug. It is now grasped tenu¬ 
ously between his index finger and thumb, held upward to¬ 
ward the sky. Then the moment of release comes. The string 
slips through his Fingers, and the kite soars majestically 
into God's beautiful sky. 

Mom and Dad stand gazing at their precious "baby" who 
is now gleaming in the sun, a mere pinpoint of color on the 
horizon. They are proud of what they've done — but sad to 
realize that their job is finished. It was a labor of love. But 
where did the years go? 

That is where you are today — standing on tiptoes and 
stretching toward the sky with the end of the string clutched 
between your fingers. It's time to let go. And when you do, 
you'll find that a new relationship will be born. Your 
parenting job is almost over. In its place will come a friend¬ 
ship that will have its own rewards. 

Remember: The kite is going to break free, one way or 
the other. It's best that you release it when the time is right! 


QUESTION: If beauty is the most important attribute 
in determining personal worth in this culture, what is in 
second place?

Throughout the formative years of childhood, parents give 
their kids the same message day after day: "We're counting 
on you to do something fantastic. Now don't disappoint us!" 
The hopes, dreams and ambitions of an entire family some¬ 
times rest on the shoulders of an immature child. And in 
this atmosphere of fierce competition, the parent who pro¬ 
duces an intellectually gifted child is clearly holding the win¬ 
ning sweepstakes ticket. 

Unfortunately, exceptional children are just that - excep¬ 
tions. Seldom does a 5-year-old memorize the King James 
Version of the Bible, or play chess blindfolded, or compose 
symphonies in the Mozart manner. To the contrary, the vast 
majority of our children are not dazzlingly brilliant, extremely 
witty, highly coordinated, tremendously talented or univer¬ 
sally popular! They are just plain kids with oversized needs 
to be loved and accepted as they are. Thus, the stage is set 
for unrealistic pressure on the younger generation and con¬ 
siderable disappointment for their parents.

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Carstairs medical clinic just 
weeks away from opening

As many will have noticed 
the exterior of the Town's soon- 
to-be medical clinic is coming 
along well, and according to 
Town officials just as much is 
getting done on the inside. 

Within weeks the Town's 
medical clinic will open to the 
public where they will be able 
to come to a clean looking, 
large medical clinic with multi¬ 
services readily available. 

"We are hoping that the medi¬ 
cal clinic for the doctor's sake 
and everyone else’s will be 
ready to move in on (Monday) 
December 19 at the latest, but 
hopefully before then,” ex¬ 
plained Mayor Lance Colby. 

Besides the exterior which 
still needs to be completed on 
the front there are a few things 
holding them up on the inside 
before the drywall can be put 
up and the flooring put in. 

"The mechanical is holding 
us up right now. We are wait¬ 
ing to get all the air ducts in, 
then the drywall will go up and 
then painting and the floor and 
it should just about be ready 
to go," said the Town's Chief 
Administrative Officer (CAO) 
Carl McDonnell. 

Once the flooring and paint¬ 
ing is complete, furniture such 
as tables, medical beds, and 
other things will start moving 
in. 

The medical clinic is going 
to house three full time doctors 
and one part-time doctor, 
which will obviously allow 
more residents to get in and see 
a doctor when they need to in 
a more timely fashion. 

Besides the doctors which 
will be taking up the front por¬ 
tion of the medical facility - lo¬ 
cated directly across from RE 
Tire on Hammond Street - a 


chiropractor is expected to 
move in and rent space from 
the Town as well as the Calgary 
Health Region (CHR) is ex¬ 
pected to move in to offer serv¬ 
ices to more residents locally. 

"We won’t know for sure from 
the CHR until the Spring as 
they have just started their 
budget (deliberations)," 
McDonnell said. 

The total cost of the project 
is estimated to be $500,000 and 
according to McDonnell the 
clinic renovations seem to be on 
target. 

"I haven't seen all the in¬ 
voices yet, but we appear to be 
on target with where we should 
be," he added. 

Town taxpayers, according 
to Colby and McDonnell, won't 
be forking over any of their 
taxes to pay for the medical fa¬ 
cility. 


The Town will be recovering 
the costs of the clinic through 
rent and are hoping to have the 
clinic paid off within five years 
time. 

Colby says that this medical 
clinic is essential for Carstairs 
residents and even the entire 
region which draw on 
Carstairs for different services. 

"Without the medical clinic 
we won't have a doctor and 
without a doctor what does 
that look like for your Town? 
We have seniors here; we have 
people with young children... 
who are going to facilitate them 
(if we don't get this medical 
clinic up and going?)," Colby 
questioned. "With a medical 
clinic here the doctors popular¬ 
ity alone will draw people from 
other communities. It’s a finan¬ 
cial, economical benefit for the 
whole Town."

Grizzlys offensive December 2-4 is retiering 
threat explodes weekend in CAHL

After experiencing problems 
in finding the back of the net

Hasselberg seemed content 
with the offensive production 
but he did show concern about 
the defensive effort. 

"We are an offensive minded 
team and can score a lot of 
goals," said Hasselberg indicat¬ 
ing he is pleased with the of¬ 
fensive production. "Right now 
all four lines are contributing 
offensively," said Hasselberg. 

Hasselberg indicated he is 
comfortable playing all four 
lines and doesn't hesitate in 
using them in different situa¬ 
tions.
